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Driver 

found 

innocent

A Dearborn driver was 
found innocent of any involve- 
ment in the 1993 traffic death 
of a Romulus man, who was op- 
erating an all-terrain vehicle 
on Middlebelt road at 12:20 in 
the morning. 

Recorder’s Court Judge 
Susan Neilson ruled on July 25 
there was insufficent evidence 
to place Fred Secrest, 36, of 
Dearborn, behind the wheel of 
the vehicle that struck and 
killed Joseph Wayne Celske, 
21, last Nov. 5. 

Romulus Traffic Officer Jer- 
ome Yoscovits was one of three 
state witnesses in the case, but 
there were no witnesses avail- 
able who could testify they saw 
Secrest in the car. 

Secrest had been issued a 
traffic summons for leaving 
the scene of a serious personal 
injury accident. If convicted of 
the offense, Secrest could have 
been sentenced to five years in 
state prison. 

The defendant never gave a 
statement to police and never 
took the witness stand at the 
trial. 

The victim, who had report- 
edly just left work, was driving 
his four- wheel vehicle across 
Middlebelt (west to east) when 
he was hit broadside and 
killed, police said. 

Yoscovits said a misty rain 
was falling at the time and that 
hampered witnesses seeing 
who was driving Secrest’s vehi- 
cle.

A 41-year-old Taylor driver 
was arraigned last Friday on 
the charge that he left the 
scene of a fatal accident in- 
volving a 57-year-old Romulus 
pedestrian. 

Gary Lee Sipps of Taylor 
was released on his personal 
bond pending an Aug. 10 pre- 
trial hearing in the 34th Dis- 
trict Court. 


The victim, Charles Sum- 
mers, a Romulus painter, was 
killed about 1 a.m. July 16, as 
he walked along Van Born 
Road near the mobile home 
park where he lived.

Wayne-Westland 

School budget $1 .3 million short

Wayne-Westland Commu- 
nity Schools administrators re- 
cently received the state 
preliminary figures which re- 
veal a $1.3 million shortfall in 
the anticipated district fund- 
ing for the 1994-95 school year, 
according to Chief Fiscal Offi- 
cer Patricia Brand. 

Although program cuts are 
anticipated, proposed cuts are 
not expected to be discussed 
with the school board mem- 
bers until Wednesday after- 
noon, Brand said. 

“Something will have to be 
done. We will have to balance 
the budget,” Brand said. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Larry Thomas said it was 
too early to tell what he will be 
proposing to the board mem- 
bers as cuts or a possible mill- 
age campaign. However, 
Thomas said he expects a pro- 
posal to be discussed at the 
Aug. 8 regular board meeting. 

With a fund balance of less 
than $3,000, board members 
were aware of the possible 
shortage of funds when thev 


approved the 1994-95 budget in 
early July. 

“You’ll have some difficult 
decisions to make if anything 
comes back worse than antici- 
pated,” former district Chief 
Fiscal Officer Randy Liepa 
said, “it’s very difficult to run a 
$90 million budget with no re- 
serve.” 

The first budget drafted un- 
der the new state finance re- 
form bill left the district with a 
fund balance of $2,965, mil- 
lions less than the previous 
year starting fund balance of 
$6,762,382. 

“The budget we presented 
is balanced, but offers no re- 
serve for the board to fall back 
on. Although the state did help 
us out ... we still have less 
funds than any district that 
touches us,” Liepa said. 

The state funding was based 
on the past two-year average of 
revenues. 

“The state based their cal- 
culations on a set of informa- 
tion, which by law, we had to 
approve July 1. After that date, 
the state came out with some 
changes that we could not nec- 
essarily anticipate,” Brand 


said. 

There were three signifi- 
cant funding changes, accord- 
ing to Brand: 

• Compensatory education 
monies were initially prom- 
ised to the district for children 
with special needs. This 
money was eliminated with a 
recent change in state law. 

• The main anticipated 
funding change is the center 
program deductions for retire- 
ment and Federal Income 
Contribution Act (FICA). This 
program was supposed to be 
funded 100 percent by the 
county, however, the method of 
funding calculation changed. 
Now the district will receive 
that much less in state money 
for the special education pro- 
grams they provide. Brand 
said she has appealed this 
change to the state. 

• Fund equity compensation 
has also been diminished from 
the original anticipation. Dis- 
tricts who were operating on 
fund equity were supposed to 
be reimbursed for some of the 
spent fund equity, however, 
this amount was reduced to 
15.1 percent. 


Well owners to seek city permit

As city legal expenses esca- 
late past the $288,000 mark, it 
was announced that the Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Services 
(EDS) company would begin 
seeking a city zoning permit 
sometime in September. 

The zoning issue has been 
debated by EDS and city offi- 
cials for more than a year, as 
EDS seeks to open the first 
state commercial non- haz- 
ardous and hazardous liquid 
injection wells on property on 
Wahrman Road, just off Grand 
Road. 

The city contends that the 
more than 4,000 foot deep in- 
jection well project is located 
in the wrong zone. The land 
the already constructed well is 
situated on is listed as Ml 
(light industrial). The city posi- 
tion is that it should instead be 


located in a MT2 zone (for in- 
dustrial transportation). 

The city of Romulus won a 
recent decision from Wayne 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Claudia House Morcom, which 
stated that the city zoning reg- 
ulations pre-empted state De- 
partment of Natural 
Resources and federal Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
permits. 

Following Morcom’s ruling, 
Mayor Beverly McAnally 
urged EDS to file for a zoning 
permit through the city Zoning 
Board of Appeals seeking per- 
mission to operate an injection 
well at the Wahrman Road 
site. 

EDS attorney Norman Hy- 
man is on vacation and could 
not be reached for comment 

A spokeswoman for the city 
building department said that 
possible dates in September 
would be discussed by the 


ZBA on Wednesday night and 
hopefully an initial date would 
be set by the board at that 
time. A city legal official said it 
appeared that multi-dates 
would ultimately have to be 
chosen to cover the issue. 

The city administrators ad- 
mitted spending more than 
$288,181 in legal expenses in 
battling the injection well is- 
sue through May, with more 
than $250,000 of that expense 
attributed to the Dykema Gos- 
sett law firm specializing in 
environmental issues. 

Another $22,000 was billed 
by City Attorney Barry Seif- 
man, with smaller amounts be- 
ing charged by court reporters, 
planners, record copy service 
units and video operators. 

Both sides admitted if the 
issue goes to a full trial, the 
legal costs easily will double 
for both sides. 




School millage 
vote planned

Romulus Community School 
District voters will be asked to 
support a 3 mill property tax 
hike plan on Sept. 20, that the 
school administration claims 
will actually give homeowners 
an overall 2 mill decrease in 
their property taxes. 

The millage proposal fol- 
lows a 30 mill slashing of Ro- 
mulus school funding earlier 
this year as a result of Pro- 
posal A, a plan approved by 
voters in March. 

The millage proposal was 
set up by Joel Carr, assistant 
school superintendent for fi- 
nance and operations, who 
stated the plan would raise 
funds to eliminate the school 
district’s deficit ($2.1 million), 
as well as provide funds to en- 
hance the educational pro- 
grams for three years. 

In addition, Carr’s proposal 
states “our homeowners will 
realize a net 2 mill decrease in 
their property taxes.” 

Listed under the school dis- 
trict’s budget implications was 
the notice, the “district will re- 
alize a revenue enhancement 
of about $860,000 for each of 
the three years (1994, 1995 and 
1996)”. 

The bulk of the money 
raised by the millage will 
come from business and indus- 
try. 

The millage request was ap- 
proved 6-1, with Trustee De- 
borah Hoffman casting the 
dissenting vote, at the school 
board special financial study 
session Monday night. Board 
members were careful not to 
blame the Proposal A issue for 
the district’s red ink problems, 
but were united in their feel- 
ings that a millage victory was 
needed to protect educational 
programs.

Hoffman explained Tuesday 
morning that she voted in op- 
position to the millage lan- 
guage slated for the Sept. 20 
ballot question because it 
omitted stating that the mill- 
age was to pay for budget defi- 
cit elimination. 

“I felt that not stating the 
budget deficit element made 
the millage question too am- 
biguous,” Hoffman said. 

“I support the millage and 
will work for its passage,” 
Hoffman emphasized, “but 
feel the public should defi- 
nitely know the reason the 
millage is being placed on the 
ballot in the first place.” 

Carr is on vacation and was 
not in attendance Monday 
night. But school administra- 
tion officials plan a concen- 
trated campaign to explain the 
cost savings for the homeo- 
wners in coming weeks. 

The Sept. 20 date was set up, 
so that if the millage bid fails 
the voters test, it can bq re- 
submitted on the ballot again 
in November. School officials

Retired Romulus Fire 
Marshall dies at 68

Retired Romulus Fire Mar- 
shall Charles H. Bradley Jr., 
68, died July 31, 1994 in North- 
ville. He also served briefly as 
Romulus Fire Chief during 
1973-74. 

Mr. Bradley was fire mar- 
shall from 1988-91. He also was 
a former fire inspector with 
Michigan Consolidated Gas Co. 
and worked for the utility com- 
pany for 33 years. 

Born on Dec. 12, 1925 in 
Dearborn, he also was a mem- 
ber of the Wayne County Fair 
Board. 

Current Fire Chief William 
Greenslait said he became ac- 
quainted with Mr. Bradley, 
while he (Greenslait) was still 
. employed by the Taylor Fire 
Department. 

After being appointed Ro- 
mulus Fire Chief on July 1, 
1987. Greenslait said, “Chuck 
taught me everything I needed 
to know about the Romulus 
Fire Department and the city 
itself He was totally dedicated 
to this city and worked hard to 
keep it safe.” 

Mr. Bradley joined the Ro- 
mulus Fire Department as a 
volunteer in 1960. Greenslait 
said, and was promoted to sta- 
tion captain in 1961. In 1968 he 
was named assistant fire chief 
and served as fire chief in 
1973-74. 

He returned to Michigan

Consolidated in 1974 and 
served the utility until 1983, 
when he became fire inspector 
for the city. He was named city 
fire marshall in 1988, Green- 
slait said. 

“His main hobby was re- 
pairing bicycles and then sell- 
ing them,” Greenslait said. 

Survivors include his wife, 
Pauline, who he married on 
Nov. 9. 1993 in Las Vegas. Nev.; 
a daughter Michelle Bradley 
of Romulus; two brothers, 
Harry of Dearborn and George 
of Canton; and six nephews, 
Jim Bradley. Mark. Kevin and 
Kim Nash, and Jim, Bob and 
Randy Nash.

Primary voting is 
light in Romulus

Early returns in Romulus 
on Tuesday showed that vo- 
ters’ support for the new elec- 
tion machines was divided. 

The new electronic ballot 
system, known as Accu-Vote, 
was a hit with election 
workers, but got mixed re- 
views from primary election 
voters. 

Some voters actually missed 
the huge, black old-style voting 
machines that were 
nicknamed “dinosaurs” by 
election workers, because of 
their size, weight and the fact 
that it was so hard to get re- 
placement parts for them 
when they broke down. 

Election workers said some 
morning voters actually ex- 
pressed a “thrill” when they 
filled out the paper election 
ballots and had the official 
forms accepted by the “elec- 
tronic ballot box ” 

Some ballots were rejected, 
an election worker said, be- 
cause the resident voted for 
too many candidates, some be- 
cause they didn’t darken their 
choice enough on the ballot 
and others were rejected be- 
cause they voted for candi- 
dates in two parties. 

In primaries it is mandatory 
that voters cast ballots for can- 
didates of only one party. The 


winners of the party primary 
on Tuesday will square off in 
the November general elec- 
tion. 

When the new style of voting 
procedures were explained to 
some prior to election day, 
workers said some voters 
claimed, “That sounds too con- 
fusing, I don’t think I’m going 
to vote.” 

Others, many of them senior 
citizens, opted instead to vote 
by absentee ballot, workers 
said. 

But an equal number of 
early voters on Tuesday en- 
joyed the security of the new 
system, as they were given new 
ballots if their first ones were 
invalidated by the computer. 
With the old system, if their 
ballot was rejected the votes 
were lost forever. 

As on most primary election 
days, turnouts were small at 
Romulus precincts. Election 
totals and reactions to the 
Tuesday voting results (includ- 
ing the Democratic state rep- 
resentative and 34th District 
Court judgeship battles) will 
appear this Sunday in the Sun- 
day Eagle and Enterprise. 

Voters won’t get another 
chance to use the new elec- 
tronic equipment until No- 
vember, as paper ballots will 
be used in the school millage 
election in September. 


Romulus woman 
heads state corps

Preliminary examination 
for a Romulus man, charged 
with two counts of operating a 
motor vehicle under the influ- 
ence of liquor (OUIL) causing 
death was postponed until 
Aug. 25. 

Alan Paul Gervais, 32, 
whose blood alcohol level 
measured .15 following the 
fatal collision, was charged in 
connection with the June 17 
deaths of two Westland infants, 
according to Westland police 
officer James Dexter. 

Gervais’ bond was set at 
$10,000/10 percent, and if he 
posts it, he must attend Alco- 
holics Anonymous twice a 
week and is not permitted to 


drink alcohol pending prelimi- 
nary examination in Westland 
18th District Court If con- 
victed. the defendant faces a 
maximum sentence of up to 15 
years in prison for each count. 

Jinuere Adams, 5 months 
old, and her sister, Laura John- 
son, age 1, were pronounced 
dead at Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne following the collision. 
Their brothers Gregory 
Adams, age 4, and Lee John- 
son, age 3, were transported to 
the University of Michigan 
Hospital in Ann Arbor for 
treatment of serious closed 
head injuries, Westland police 
officer Steve Frazier said. 

Their parents, whose names 
were not released by police, 
were discharged from the hos- 
pital and the Romulus man 


was treated and released from 
St. Mary’s Hospital in Livonia. 

None of the family members 
were wearing seat belts, Dex- 
ter said. 

The fatal accident occurred 
just before 10 p.m. Friday 
night, when according to Dex- 
ter. the Romulus man was trav- 
eling westbound on Van Bom 
Road near Admiral Street in a 
1988 Ford F-150 pickup truck 
when the driver of the family’s 
1983 Chrysler New Yorker pul 
led out of a driveway. 

When the two vehicles col- 
lided, the pickup truck was hit 
broadside and slid sideways 
upon impact. While the vehi- 
cle was sliding it struck the 
other vehicle a second time 
within 50 feet from the point of 
impact, Frazier said.

Poisoning case will resume

Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Curtis Smith hopes 
to proceed today with the hear- 
ing into the possible poisoning 
of a 3-month old Romulus boy. 

The hearing slated for July 
27 was delayed for a week by 
34th District Court Judge Will- 
iam Szlinis, after police re 
vealed they had not yet 
received a chemical analysis 
determining if the carpet 
cleaner mixed with the infant’s 
formula was toxic. 

Romulus detectives have 
charged Christopher Magyar, 
30, currently of Romulus, with 
first degree child abuse and 
assault with intent to murder. 

Because of the delay, 
Magyar’s attorney had asked if 
the $30,000 cash bail could be 
lowered to a security bond, so 
that his client could be re- 
leased from Wayne County Jail 
pending the hearing. 

He also claimed that the 
carpet cleaner is reportedly 
not toxic, but presented no evi- 
dence to support that claim. 


The defendant’s wife, Lynn, 
quickly stepped up before 
Szlinis last Wednesday and 
asked that her husband not be 
freed from jail at this time. 
“He has called my mother’s 
house in Detroit 25 times, our 
apartment 25 times and the of- 
fice that supervises the apart- 
ment rentals 25 times, and they 
are very upset. 

Lynn Magyar stated that she 
and her husband are in the 
process of divorce proceed- 
ings, and prior to being ar- 
rested “he stalked me and 
consistently left notes on my 
vehicle.” 

The defense attorney 
claimed prisoners’ calls are 
monitored and said he 
doubted very much if Magyar 
could have made 25 calls to the 
same number at any time. 

Szlinis said he would not 
lower the bail at this time. 

Smith had originally asked 
for a three-week delay, but 
Szlinis reduced the request to 
one week. 

The defendant’s wife said 
she is not completely sure that 
Magyar is the father of the in- 


fant. “My first husband also 
could be the father,” she ex- 
plained. 

Back in 1992 she also had 
pressed a child abuse com- 
plaint against Magyar charging 
abuse of her 2-year-old daugh- 
ter. 

“But he convinced me that 
he was right and the police 
were wrong, so I dropped the 
assault charge then. But 1 will 
not this time,” she vowed. 

She stated that Magyar 
mixed rug cleaner with her 
son Nicholas’ formula and 
then placed some of the 10 bot- 
tles he made with those al- 
ready in the refrigerator. 

Lynn Magyar said her son 
vomited several times after 
drinking the rug cleaner- 
formula mixture and then dis- 
played flu symptoms. 

She took him to Children’s 
Hospital in Detroit for treat- 
ment. Hospital officials then 
contacted Romulus police. 

Magyar has admitted mixing 
the formula, police said, but 
claimed it was an accident that 
the cleaner (stored in a label- 
less container) was added. 


$1.3 million tax abatement 
hearing scheduled on Sept. 6

A $1.4 million tax abate- 
ment hearing for Lear Seating 
Corp. located on Eureka Road 
will be conducted at 7 a.m.

Prospective employers at 
the Wayne County Community 
College-sponsored Job/Career 
Fair shared their views on 
which traits are the most 
sought after in job seekers. 

Dr. Hattie Johnson, dean of 
the Western Center, is impres- 
sed with prospective em- 
ployees who “follow 
directions, have a positive atti- 
tude, are creative, have initia- 
tive and are flexible. 

“People like this would be 
an asset to any employer,” Dr. 
Johnson said. 

Marge Provan of Manpower 
believes those who are reli- 
able and take their work seri- 
ously are the most desirable 
employees. 

“We have a variety of differ- 
ent jobs Some need training 
in certain areas, such as 
computers or office skills, but 
in some instances training can 


be done on the job." she said. 
‘Everyone has the potential to 
be a good employee.” 

Mike Predieri of KLLM 
Transport Services. Inc. truck 
ing company, said the passage 
of the North American Free 
Trade Agreement has acceler- 
ated the need for truck drivers 
and the field is open to those 
who qualify. 

“You need to have a desire 
to work and to be your own 
boss,” Predieri said. “A person 
has to be independent, but 
also able to follow instruc- 
tions Of course, they need 
good driving records ” 

Predieri said computers 
and sophisticated equipment 
has made truck driving more 
complicated and require a 
greater variety of skills. 

Ron Talbot, of J H. Hunt 
trucking company, said pro- 
spective truck drivers need to 
understand the business and 
be willing to be away from 
home for periods of time. 

John Breen of the Michigan 
Employment Security Commis- 
sion said employers are focus- 
ing on team players when they 
do their hiring. 


"Employers want to know if 
the prospective employee can 
get along with co-workers.” 
Breen said. “There is a high 
cost to employers if the wrong 
employee is hired - up to 
$20,000.” 

Breen noted that the auto- 
mobile companies are seeking 
team workers, something that 
was not considered a decade 
or two ago. 

Sgt. Kevin Cornelius, an 
Army recruiter from the West- 
land recruiting center, said the 
military service is seeking peo- 
ple with higli school diplomas 
who do well on their tests and 
have no physical problems. 

“We’d like top quality stu- 
dents,” said Sgt. Cornelius. 
“The Army offers all types of 
jobs for all types of people.” 

Staff Sgt. Michael Cox noted 
that disciplined individuals 
are sought. 

“If they don’t have the disci- 
pline, we can provide that,” 
Cornelius said. 

“I like to see self-motivated 
people,” said Michael Long, 
recreation director for Van 
Buren Township. 

“We hire a lot of seasonal 


employees. In fact, during the 
past 10 years, we’ve had a turn- 
over of 200 to 300 employee,” 
Long said. “One of the things 
that seems to be lacking in re- 


cent years is a work ethic - 
many kids just don’t know how 
to work.”

A dirty joke 

Generally, local municipal politics are considered 
rather small time and of lesser importance than county or 
state offices. And, generally, campaigns at this level tend 
to be somewhat small-town, amateurish and unsophisti- 
cated. 

If this primary election is proof of that, we’ll take our 
local, small town political hopefuls every time over the 
mud slinging, insults and personal attacks launched by 
those seeking “higher” offices. While the candidates vying 
for the privilege of seeking the governor’s office called 
each other everything from back-room abortionists to 
thieves, and the U.S. Congressional candidates ran phony 
classified ads to tie up opponent’s phone lines, our local 
political hopeflils sent us literature which addressed the 
issues of our area. Some of them even had some answers 
and actual concrete suggestions for solutions to problems 
we face in this state. And they actually wrote the sugges- 
tions down and sent them to us so that we could judge 
them on their merits, experience and plans rather than on 
emotion, generalities or slogans. 

This election time, our local political hopeflils kept the 
information on a level we appreciated. Sure, some of them 
sent us pictures of the planting of the flag on Iwo Jima for 
reasons as yet unknown to us, but none of them accused 
the others of any heinous wrongdoing-none of our local 
candidates decided that the key to success was accusing 
their opponents of whatever crime might seem most 
egregious to society at the moment. (Unless, of course, the 
Iwo Jima picture had some underlying message we didn’t 
understand.) 

We do understand the temptation to play to the tabloid 
mentality which voters are accused of possessing. We don’t 
think, however, that the majority of voters are buying into 
it. We think residents in this area are smart enough to 
respond to issues, questions and suggestions rather than 
character assassination and smear tactics. And we think 
that the state and national office-seekers could learn a bit 
from them and from the men and women seeking office in 
our communities. 

And the dirty tricks and smears no longer work. Voters 
are just too smart to do anything other than laugh at these 
juvenile attempts to manipulate them. 

The joke, candidates, is on you.

This week, we said goodbye to one of the nicest men we 
have had the privilege of knowing. 

John Reddy Sr., 78, died after playing 18 holes of golf 
and lunching with long-time friends from Ford Motor Co. 
where he was a metalurgical engineer. Not a lot of people 
knew that about “Moses”. Not a lot of people knew that he 
was the father of a former Westland mayor, the assistant 
police chief, the assistant fire chief and three other fine 
citizens. Not many people knew of his 14 years of tireless 
study to achieve his education either, all the time support- 
ing his family of six children by working on the assembly 
line, volunteering at his church and doing other commu- 
nity service. And when he achieved his degrees, one in 
metalurgical engineering and one in electrical engineer- 
ing, not too many people knew that either. 

Mr. Reddy didn’t talk about himself or his accomplish- 
ments.

Mr. Reddy kept a very low profile and the 
good he did, he did quietly and behind the scenes. He did 
whatever good he could whenever he could and he left this 
world a far better place than he entered it. 

We never encountered Mr. Reddy that he didn’t have a 
smile, a good word and a cheerful comment. We never saw 
him uninvolved in some project or another-attempting to 
help someone, somehow. 

He was a fine, fine man and the family he leaves behind 
him is a tribute to his gentleness, his kindness, his wisdom 
and the guidance he provided them all. 

His was the very definition of a life well spent, and 
Moses, we’ll miss you, every day.

To the editor: 

As I sat down to write this 
letter, I realized, it has been 
35- years since I have written 
anything for public review. 

Back then, I was a young 
teenager who wrote a weekly 
article representing Ben 
Franklin Junior High School 
for the Wayne Dispatch. I 
dreamed of becoming a great 
journalist one day. The dream 
didn’t work out, but the memo- 
ries are wonderful and the ex- 
perience was great.

I am one of four generations 
in my family who has fond 
dreams and memories of For- 
est Park. My parents bought a 
home on Forest Avenue when 
the subdivision was brand 
new. With a young family, the 
“Park” was a major factor in 
their decision to purchase 
their home. My parents, Floyd 
and June Workman, are both 
gone now, but what a wonder- 
ful legacy they left their chil- 
dren because of Forest Park. 
We still have many photo- 
graphs and reels of home 
movies taken in Forest Park

My 
husband and I still enjoy the 
park, but we are saddened by 
it’s decline over the past few 
years. Something so good ... for 
so many years, can’t be al- 
lowed to decline. It must be re- 
gained and maintained for 
future generations to enjoy. 

In a small community, such 
as ours, our parks should cer- 
tainly be a “top” priority, as it 
is within these parks that chil- 
dren live and grow and de- 
velop more than in any other 
public area. 

The main theme in Field of 
Dreams was ... “if you build it, 
they will come”. This really hit 
home this past winter after a 
very cold rain and snow storm. 
My husband and I were 
warmed by the sights looking 
out our front window at the 
park. Some young families 
from our subdivision had come 
to the park, warmly bundled 
up and carrying snow shovels 
and ice skates. After shoveling 
away the snow, to reveal an ice 
pond, they skated for several 
hours. Most amusing, was the 
wee little girl who most dili- 
gently did most of her skating 
on her back side. Once the 
pond was made, many people 
enjoyed it. A few days after 
that, we watched and laughed, 
as young neighborhood chil- 
dren spent most of the after- 
noon rolling snowballs around 
the park until the snowballs 
ended up being larger than the 
children were. The diligence 
and imagination these chil- 
dren displayed was most 
amusing. 

We have all enjoyed the 
bright and beautiful flower 
bed under the Forest Park sign 
that Margaret, Connie and 
Jimmy Zimmerman have plan- 
ted and maintain every sum- 
mer at the park. They should 
be recognized and praised for 
their efforts, for we all enjoy 
and benefit from this gesture. 
I’m sure I speak for all of us, 
when I say thanks to Marty, 
Connie and Jimmy. 

My main reason for writing 
this, is to express my thanks to 
Margo Dewey (Deputy News 
Editor of the Wayne Eagle) for 
printing her fine article re- 
garding the "plan” to build 
homes on various park proper- 
ties in our community and to 
sincerely thank everyone in- 
volved in passing out fliers to 
inform our residents who mis- 
sed Margo’s article and espe- 
cially to express my sincere 
gratitude to all the wonderful, 
concerned residents of Wayne 
who attended the council 
meeting in support of all our 


parks. (As for Forest Park is so 
special to me and my family, 
each park in Wayne is just as 
special to many other resi- 
dents and holds as many mem- 
ories and future potential as 
my Field of Dreams. Your pres- 
ence and support was so im- 
portant.

The rather unusual audience members 
at the premiere of a new summer fiim at 
Showcase Cinema in Westland were better 
behaved, overall, than many far more typi- 
cal movie goers, even though these four-

movie heroine finally triumphed over all 
adversity to return to her home. 

Yep, it was the first local showing of Las- 
sie and in celebration of the 50th anniver- 
sary of the original Lassie Come Horne, 
members of the Tri-County Collie Rescue 
League took the opportunity to promote 
their cause. 

League President Gretchen Alaniz was 
more than pleased with the public response 
to the appearance of the dogs at the Show- 
case Cinemas and received a number of re- 
quests for Collie adoptions The adopted 
Collies appeared at the Wayne Road thea- 
ters in Westland at and five other Showcase 
Cinemas around the state The new owners 
attended the event with their special 
friends and recounted the circumstances 
which led to the individual rescues of the 
dogs. 

“The dogs were wonderful. They lasted 
two solid days with six or seven children

petting one dog at the same time,” Alaniz 
said. “We couldn’t have asked for better 
help there. It was a really good experi- 
ence,” Alaniz said. 

“There was one child who after seeing 
the scene where Lassie struggles down the 
waterfall, was so upset the parent had to 
bring the boy out of the theater to see the 
Collies were ok,” Alaniz said. 

The event generated $640 for the rescue 
operation and more importantly “got the 
word out” about the league, according to 
Alaniz. 

The Collie League, a non-profit organiza- 
tion started in 1986, has placed more 500 
abandoned Collies in new homes. The 
group has no facility, but rather is made up 
of dedicated individuals who want to make 
a difference for these homeless dogs. 

Members of the group clean and groom 
the dogs, obtain proper medical attention 
and find a new home for the animals. They 
also take them into their own homes as fos- 
ter owners. 

While the dog is at the foster home, it is 
treated by a veterinarian, given a lot of 
care, vaccinated against disease and has its 
temperament examined and is house- 
broken if necessary. 

“Collies have a very good temperament, 
but once in a while we find aggressive dogs. 
These dogs have either been trained to at- 
tack or were severely abused.” Alaniz said.

Foster owners do not pay 
for anything, Alaniz said. They 
are provided with everything 
they need by the league, in 
eluding dog food which is do- 
nated by Farmer Jack grocery 
stores. 

Westland Veterinary Hospi 
tal provides the group with dis- 
counted services for the 
rescued Collies. The savings 
range from 25 percent on up 
and include every' sendee from 
shots to surgery, according to 
manager Debbie Masse. 

The Collie group also pro 
vides a lost and found sendee 
for Collie owners headed up 
by Nancy Flowers of Westland 
Flowers makes a record of the 
description of lost Collies and 
reunites animals with owners 
through the ( 'ollie Leagui 

“I take the information and 
wait for phone calls regarding 
found Collies,” Flowers said 
adding that she also checks ad- 
vertisements in newspapers to 
help searching owners. 

Flowers has been involved 
with the League for six years, 
serving as a foster owner and 
working as an adoption agent 
to find animals new homes. Ac 
cording to Flowers, league 
workers are often individuals 
who work full and part time 
jobs and put in a lot of extra 
hours helping out the aban- 
doned animals. 

“Fostering and adopting an- 
imals out is real stressful. We 
get so many in and beg, borrow 
and steal to get a dog some- 
where to stay,” Flowers said. 

Most rescued Collies are 
strays or are picked up from 
the dog pound, however, some 
owners call the league and ask 
to have their Collies picked up 
because they no longer want 
them or are able to care for 
them. 

“We work closely with the 
Westland Humane Society ~ 
they have been very eager to 
work with us,” Flowers said. 

The League president ad- 
ded that some dog pounds only 
sell Collies for research, but 
Tri-County Collie was able to 
save one of these dog along 
with its nino, puppies which 


were Springer/Collie mix 
breeds. 

“We did a relay race. Some- 
one in Midland picked up the 
dogs and met someone in Pin- 
ckney,” Alaniz said. “All the 
puppies were filled to the 
brim with worms and we lost 
one puppy the first day. The 
mother was so malnutritioned 
that she couldn’t nurse. She 
had just a day left before she 
was off to research,” Alaniz 
said. 

The dogs were given medi- 
cal treatment and were all 
adopted out, including the 
adult female. 

According to Flowers, the 
reasons for dog abandonment 
range from not being able to 
take the dog to a new location 
to not having enough room in 
the owner’s apartment or mo- 
bile home Other reasons in- 


clude divorce, the arrival of 
newborns allergies, etc. 

‘We get every story in the 
world. One woman said her 
husband didn’t like the yellow 
spots in the grass,” according 
to Livonia resident Lee Patton, 
who was an adoption agent for 
the Collie League and owns a 
Collie herself. 

Patton said she is a “real 
stickler" for Collie adopters to 
have fenced-m yards. 

“There are a lot of people 
who get puppies in the sum- 
mer months and take them out 
for walks every day and the 
minute cold whether comes 
they stop,’’ Patton said, adding 
that they receive the majority 
of Collies during the winter 
months. 

According to Patton, the po- 
tential Collie adopters are in- 
terviewed by phone and then

come visit the foster home 
where they get a look at the 
animal, however, she added, 
they don’t leave with the dog. 

“It gives you an out if you’re 
not interested in that particu- 
lar Collie,” Patton said. “We 
want you to be 100 percent 
sure and have the chance to do 
our evaluation (of the poten- 
tial adopter).” 

The fee to adopt a Collie is 
$100 and once the animals are 
adopted out, the league still 
keeps in contact with the new 
owners. 

In her six years of adoptive 
services, Patton has seen some 
strange rescue cases. 

One animal that was aban- 
doned at an area drug house 
would only eat pizza. 

“It took us some time to get 
the dog off pizza. We couldn’t 
adopt the dog out because no 
one could afford to feed it,” 
Patton said. 

Another case involved a 
Collie strapped to a poll with a 
sign that read “Take me 
home.” 

Alaniz remembered one 
case in which a Collie they res- 
cued was in such bad shape 


that it was completely matted 
from head to toe, was flea in- 
fested, had glass embedded in 
its skin and insect bites all 
over its face. 

“It took a good three weeks 
of bathing, brushing and clip 
ping to fix the dog up. We get so 
many in that are completely 
neglected,” Alaniz said. 

The group, which has 50 
members, is one of the largest 
Collie rescues in the state and 
adopts out an average of 14 to 
16 dogs every two months, with 
Collies remaining in foster 
homes from two weeks to a 
month. Collie adoptions are at 
an all time high this year, Al- 
aniz added, exceeding 100 ani- 
mal placements. 

Alaniz, who has two Collies 
of her own and has fostered 30 
dogs in three years, said there 
is always a need for new foster 
homes for the rescued dogs. 
With some 100 dogs rescued 
yearly, only two or three are 
actually euthanized, Alaniz 
said, and these cases are due 
to the severe medical condi- 
tion of the animals. 

“We weigh the benefit of 


saving one dog compared to 
more,” Alaniz said 

“One 10-month-old dog had 
a severe mange problem and 
the expense was too much. 

Half of its body was eaten 
away on both sides and it be- 
came violently ill,” Patton 
said. 

“In one case, a Collie stray 
was turned into rescue with a 
deformed leg with the bone 
protruding from the skin, caus- 
ing the dog pain when it 
walked. This dog had a good 
temperament so we decided to 
go ahead with the surgery.” 

Another adopted dog, blind 
since birth, was adopted out to 
be a sheep herding dog. 

“Most sheep herding is done * 
by sight, but this dog goes by 
sound,” Alaniz said. 

Judie and Earl Ford of 
Westland have owned a total of 
four Collies and fostered four 
as well. The Fords purchased 
their original two pups from a 
breeder and after both died, 
they decided to try fostering. 
From the fostering activity, the 
Fords adopted two more Col- 
lies. 

“After the second dog died, 
we missed them. We’re just 
Collie people,” Judie Ford 
said. 

Their first adopted dog was 
3 years old and was given to 
the organization by a breeder 
who was no.t satisfied with the 
number of puppies in each of 
the Collies’ litters, Judie Ford 
said. Their second dog came 
from Huron Valley Animal 
Shelter in Ann Arbor. Ford 
said she was pleased that both 
dogs were house trained and 
responded to commands with- 
out having to be taught. 

Tri-County Collie Rescue is 
having a picnic to invite back 
all the adopted Collies and 
their owners in cooperation 
with Midwest Collie Club. The 
fourth annual Collie Day is a 
fun and educational outing for 
children, puppies and adults 
which will take place from 10 
a.m. to 3 p.m. Aug. 6 at Lower 
Huron Metropark. Fox Woods 
Picnic area. Travelers should 
enter the park at the main en- 
trance directly south of the I- 
94/Haggerty Road exit in Be- 
lleville.

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Long-time community volunteer John Reddy dead at 78

When John and May Reddy 
had all four of their sons en- 
rolled at St. Mary’s Catholic 
School in Wayne during the 
early 50s. the family often 
joked that he spent as much 
time at the convent as did the 
nuns

“Every day, and I mean ev- 
ery day. they would send a note 
home about one of us-‘Don’t 
come back to school until your 
father has been here'-and ev- 
ery day, he'd go. 

"They could have just mim- 
eographed those notes for us - 
and every day he’d just shake 
his head and go up to the 
school. I never heard him 
swear and 1 never heard him 
raise his voice. He was always 
supportive and he always ex- 
plained why we needed to be- 
have.” said Mr Reddy’s son, 
Tom Taylor. 

Mr. Reddy, 78, a well-known 
and long-time community vol- 
unteer, died Friday of natural 
causes at Hotel Dieu Hospital 
in Windsor. Ontario. 

Obviously. Mr. Reddy’s par- 
enting philosophy was effec- 
tive. Along with his wife May, 
he is survived by Taylor, a for- 
mer mayor of Westland. 

Westland Assistant Police 
Chief John Reddy, Jr.; West- 
land Assistant Fire Chief Mic- 
hael Reddy and David Reddy; 
two daughters, Maureen 
Reddy and Sheila Rogers; 
brother, Martin Joseph, and 
sister, Jean Flannery. 


Reddy is also survived by 24 
grandchildren, 16 great- 
grandchildren and one great- 
great grandchild. Two of his 
grandsons also serve on the 
Westland Fire Department. 

A faithful Catholic, Mr. 
Reddy began ushering at St. 
Mary’s Church in Wayne and 
continued to usher for St. 
Richard’s Church in Westland 
until his death. 

Mr. Reddy and his family 
moved to Nankin Township/ 
Westland in 1945 where he 
raised his six children on Bar- 
ton Street. In the 1960s the 
family moved to a home on 
Avondale where Mr. Reddy 
and wife have lived ever since. 

While holding down a full- 
time job on the assembly line 
at Ford Motor Co., raising a 
family and continuing his vol- 
unteer and church work. Mr. 
Reddy began his college edu- 
cation. 

‘‘He decided he wanted 
more than that (assembly line 
work),” Taylor said. 

Thus began a 14-year educa- 
tion in which Mr. Reddy 
earned metalurgical and elec- 
trical engineering degrees. As 


a metalurgical engineer at 
Ford Motor Co., Mr. Reddy cal- 
ibrated radar and sonar equip- 
ment on the oar boats which 
brought steel to the factories 
He also performed quality 
control work, visiting small 
steel mills around the country 
when they had difficulties 
meeting Ford quality stan- 
dards. 

‘‘He went to school two 
nights a week for 14 years. 
When he was done the man 
could do calculus over the 
telephone. When I was in col- 
lege, I’d call him with compli- 
cated problems and he’d give 


me the formulas from memory 
while I was struggling to un- 
derstand them from the text- 
book,” Taylor said. 

Mr. Reddy was one of the 
founders of the Wayne-Ford 
Civic League in Westland, 
which has provided recre- 
ational activities since the 
1940s when Westland was a 
part of Nankin Township. 

Appointed to the Wayne- 
Westland Community Schools 
Board of Education, Mr. Reddy 
served one term. He was very 
active and served in a number 
of offices in the Westland 
Goodfellows and in Wayne and 


Westland Democratic grass- 
roots political organizations. 

Mr. Reddy died of a heart 
attack following an annual golf 
outing of former Ford Motor 
Co. employees in Canada. 

Funeral services were con- 
ducted at St. Richard’s Catho- 
lic Church on Tuesday. 
Interment was at Cadillac Me- 
morial Gardens West in West- 
land. 

The family has requested 
that memorial contributions 
be sent to the Westland Good- 
fellows in care of Westland 
City Hall, 36601 Ford Road, 
Westland, Mich.

A family trait 

Father and son join forces to aid area patients

People often think of chiroprac- 
tors as doctors who treat back pain, 
but these doctors also aid patients 
with several illnesses ranging from 
asthma to cancer, according to Dr. 
Kevin J. O’Dell of O’Dell Chiroprac- 
tic Life Center in Westland. 

“Ail of us have sick cells that die 
and the body generates new ones. 
When you lose your ability to do 
that at a proper rate you get can- 
cer” O’Dell said, adding that the 
spinal cord can be checked for in- 
terruptions and adjusted to treat 
the disease 

The 24-year-old chiropractor just 
recently joined his father. Dr. James 
O’Dell at the Westland center, lo- 
cated at 1214 S. Wayne Road bet- 
ween Cherry Hili and Palmer roads. 
After six years of study at Life Chi- 
ropractic College in Marietta, Geor- 
gia, the young doctor became a 
third generation chiropractor. His 
grandfather. Dr. Clair O’Dell, star- 
ted the family-owned business at 
the current Southgate location in 
1936. The Westland location was 
opened in 1968. 

“I’ve been adjusted all my life. 
I’ve grown up and seen people get- 
ting help by checking their spine, 
without all the surgeiy and drugs,” 
O’Dell said. “I’ve never had a shot 
or pill in my life - I’ve just been 
adjusted. There’s a need for medi- 
cine, but mostly drugs are over- 
used.” he added. 

According to O’Dell, there are 
some 20,000 known diseases today 
and practically every one of these 
illnesses can be treated by chiro- 
practic. 

“Eighty to 90 percent of our suc- 
cesses are because of medical fail- 
ures. So many people don’t think to 
go to the chiropractor first,” O’Dell 
said. “Medicine and chiropratics 
have different objectives, he said, 
“we’re (chiropractors) not treating a 
disease, we’re working with peo- 
ple.” 

The practitioner gave examples

ness 

“If vou have an interruption to 
your nervous system, you can't be 
healthy. It’s like misaligned tires. 
You could be driving for years and 
then one day your front axle 
breaks ” the chiropractor said. 

According to O’Dell all illnesses 
come from within the body. He gave 
examples of how breathing diffi- 
culties relating to asthma and aller- 
gies can be treated with 
chiropratics. 

"We all breath in the same air. 
the same polien," however O’Dell 
added “some people’s systems pro- 
duce all these extra chemicals .. 
when the nerves are cut off.” 

The doctor said the nervous sys- 
tem is in essence like a garden hose. 

"When the hose is cut off, the 
plants die,” he said, “and we try all 
different chemicals to keep them 
alive when all we really need to do 
is for us to take our foot off the 
hose.”
